Washington, Dec 17.— This was in- 
dividual suspension day in the house 
The speaker first recognized Mr 
Bromwell (O.) who ra.-v»j to suspend 
the rules and p.s.=s the bill reported by 
the civil service commission to give 
prefereni'e to honorably dttcbargft4 
soldiers of the civil war and after 
them honorary dischaiged so. 
of the Spanish war and the war in the 
Philippines be given preference bwtb 
in appointment to office and retention 
therein an 1 that loss of limbs or oilier 
physical impairment which noes not 
incapacitate shall not disqualify them. 
After an Interesting debate the bill 
was defeated 51 to lOo. 

A bill was pnssed authorizing the 
secretary of the interior t tlx the 
boundary between Texas and Okla- 
homa and to inquire into the claims cr 
the state of Texas for monies expend 
ed while Greer county was a part of 
Texas. 

Bills were passed to divide the states- 
of West Virginia and Kentucky each 
into two Judicial districts. 

The senate bill to provide for an a ! 
dltlonal district judge for the north 
ern, district of Ohio was passed. The 
bill is designed to relieve from duly 
Judge Rirks of Cleveland wh ■> DM 
teen incapacitated for some time. 

Mr. Newlanris introduced a bill Tor 
the construction of reservoirs for the 
storage of water on the Humboldt riv- 
er In Nevada and for the disposition 
and settlement of public lands within 
reach of the stored waters. Mr. New 
lands expects to follow It up by othei 
bills similar in character and relating 
to the Truckee, Carson and Walkei 
rivers. 

The urgent deficiency appropriation 
Mil was reported covering various 
urgent items aggregating $1 82,500. 

Under the concurrent resolution al 
ready passed congress will adjourn 
Friday until Jan. 3 for the holidays 
The week in the house is not likely 
to be important unless the river and 
harbor appropriation bill should be 
taken up Wednesday or Thursday 
There has been no decision upon thit 
point, however. Tuesday is set aside 
for the consideration of District ot Co 
lumbia business. 

In the SeiiHte. 

In the senate a bill extending to 
homestead settlers on the Chippewa In 
dian reservation in Minnesota, the 
right to commute their interests was 
reported by Mr. Nelson (Minn ) but 
after a brief discussion of the measure, 
in an efTort to make it general in its 
application, it was recommitted to th' 
committee. Mr. Carter (Mont.) intro 
duced a resolution calling upon the ju 
dlclary committee to investigate and 
report to the senate the facts in the 
charges against Judge Noyes ol 
Alaska. The resolution 'is more com- 
prehensive than that presented by Air 
Brick of Indiana in the house and 
covers allegations previous to the ap- 
pointment of Judge Noyes. It was TV 
ferred to the judiciary committee. 

The senate at 1:20 p. m. went into 
executive session for the further con- 
sideration of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. Mr. Money (Miss.) spoke in 
favor of an American canal am 
against the treaty. He favored the ab- 
rogation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
The senate committee on military af- 
fairs referred the army reorganization 
bill to a subcommittee consisting or 
Senators Hawley, Proctor, Dewell, 
Cockrell and Harris. 

Most of the week will be devoted by 
the senate to considering tbe Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty If It should be nec- 
essary to do so in order, to get the rat- 
ification resolution acted upon, and In 
case there is any Burplua time it will 
be devoted to the ship subsidy bill. 
None of the appropriation hills can be 
reported to the senate in time for con- 
sideration during the week, and the 
same may be said of the arr-v bill. An 
efTort will be made to report the army 
bill during the week and it may be 
successful, but It can n<& possibly be 
taken up until after the holidays.

"As I see it," said Mr. Cleveland, it 
is the duty of Democrats everywhere 
to aid in the rehabilitation of the par 
ty. There are some signs of an insial- 
ence upon the necessity of a return to 
Democratic doctrines in the south but 
they are not so general as I would lik' 
to see." 

"What of the future?" wa? tsk^l 
"With a sincere return to Its oi l 
time doctrines," he replied, 'the llQ 
time victories of the Democratic partj 
will certainly be won."

Washing'on, Dec. 17.— Territory un- 
til recently in dispute between Brazil 
and France, which has been decreed 
to belong to Brazil, may shortly be- 
come the subject of a dispute between 
France and the United States undei 
the Monroe doctrine.

Brazil and France Switzerland was

Washington. Dec. 17 — The supreme 
Court ot the United States attlrm-.-t 
the decision ot tfie circuit court or Un- 
united Statei (Ol the fc-outhein district, 
of Ohio in the case of the Reyniau 
Brewing company vs. Harry Blister 
treasurei of Jefferson -.ounty, Ohio 
The ease involved the '.onstitutionalit;- 
ot the Ohio law known as the Dow law 
providing for taxation of the liquor 
traffic. The Reyman company is x 
West Virginia corporation and it al- 
leged that in the seizure of its prop- 
erty to pay the tax there was discrimi- 
nation by the constitution against an. 
Ohio institution and therefore the stat- 
ute is void. The court held that whil- 
there is a priviso exempting sales In 
quantities ot more than one gallon at 
the place of manufacture, the exemp- 
tion Is not confln*d to Ohio corpora- 
tions or partnerships. 

Justice Bblraa, who delivered tha 
opinion r>f the court, said the exemi - 
tlon • ame within the exercise of thf 
poli< e power of the state and was in- 
tended to l"ss«»n the evils attaching to 
saloons. It was not therefore a viola- 
tion ot the constitution of the Unite J. 
States.

BRYAN DEALS McKINLEY SOME 
HARD BLOWS. 

' The annual message of President Mc- 
Kinley has not anywhere or by anybody 
been subjected to so keen an analysis 
and to such illuminatingcriticisin as that 
which Mr. Bryan makes." says the New- 
York World. 

"The great amount of space given in 
the message to the Philippines and the 
'scant attention' to the money 'mention 
lead Mr. Bryan to suggest that the Presi- 
dent now accepts the former as 'the para- 
mount question' and he linds a 'Jekyll 
and Hyde ring' in the juxtaposition of 
platitudes about 'American liberty' and 
'Republican institutions' with' imperialis- 
tic plans for the governing of a subject 
race.' Mr. Bryan declares that— 

The whole plan rest.s upon the theory 
that a government can be imposed by an 
Outside power, and that the subject must 
obey kll rule**, orders or decret s emanating 
from the foreign sovereign, or disobey at 
/lis peril. Tnere is no difference in sub- 
stance l> 'tween the President's plan for 
the government of American colonists or 
' Jueen Victoria s plan for the government 
oi India ami the Transvaal. We are to 
have a republic in name but an empire 
in fact ; we are to clothe a President with 
the prurogative of a king. 

"Mr, Bryaan does not go quite so far as 
the London Saturday Review did in say- 
ing of the President's rose-colored review 
of the situation in the Philippines that 
'it does not contain a shred or t t ie ( i the 
truth,' but he does assert that the Pre'si- 
«lant'a optimism 'is not wan anted by any- 
thing which has occurred in the past. 
"Mr. Bryan finds it 'interesting to com- 
ire the treatment of the anti trust law.' 
The former, he says, 'is warmly approved 
and. urged with all the ardor of an en- 
thusiast, while the latter receives but 
little consideration and is dealt with in 
• perfunctory manner.' And he sarcas- 
t t ally observes that 'the fact that trust 
Mocks, with Staudard Oil in the lead, 
have been rising in value since the elec- 
tion, and the farther fact that several of 
the trusts have already commenced to re- 
coup themselves for campaign exper^es, 
have made no impression upon the Ex- 
ecutive mind.' 

"In tb? President's recommendation 
of a standing army of 00,000 men, with 
authority vested in himself to increase it 
at will to 100,000, Mr. Bryan finds a 
reali/ ttion of the fears expressed on one 
side and pooh-poohed on the other dur- 
ing the campaign. 

The fact that the message 'contiins 
nothing to indicate that our people svra- 
pathi/f with the Boers, or that oar gov- 
ernment disapproves of the annihilation 
ot two indepentent republics' leads Mr. 
Kryan to say : 

France, surrounded by monarchies, can 
raise her voice in behalf of those strug- 
gling for liberty, but oar nation, the 
greatest republic of historv, with an 
ocean rolline on either side, remains 
silent. Could anvthing better illustrate 
the paralyzing inlluence of imperialism ?
